NNERS DECOYED? 


R, B. Cunninghame Graham has the 
following letter in the “Sn. James’ 
Gazette”: 

It has been pointed ont to me that | 


you stated thut my infovmiution cen. 
cerning the desertion of English gunn- 
Dewey's fleet needed 
confirmation. I distinctly stated to 
your representative that [was unable 
to give the name of my informant, but 
Tam prepared to doso should an in- 
quiry be ordered into the matter, It 
is quite evidfnt, from the “nt Court- 
Martialin which a British seaman 
was dismissed the navy and sentenced 
to 138 months’ imprisonment for nego- 
tiating the sale of a signal-book, that 
some foreign Power ov other not 
friendly to us has been endeavoring to 
treacherously get possession of infor- 
mation which world enable it to dam- 
age our fleet, 

There are at present two Powers to 
whom such a signal-book could be of 
immediate value. These areSpain and 
America, The way in which Spain 
has conducted the war, and the abso- 
lute want of method she has shown in 
all her proceedings, preclude the idea 
that it could haye been Spain. There 
only remiins the United States of 
North America. Now, in my inter- 
view I set forth six oveasions on which 
that Powerhas shown herself wafriend- 
ly to Great Britain. 

Hitherto my statements have been 
unchalleuged. T argue that it was 
impossible that a bona-fide alliance 
could ever be concluded between this 
country and the United States of North 
America, Should it prove uo have 
been the latter Power which has tried 
to “convey” our signal-book, it surely 
adds another count to the long series 
of unfriendly actions on the part of 
America against this country.

alcoholic liquors for use as beverages?” 
All Canadians qualified to vote at pro- 
vincial elections will be entitled to vote 
on this question. To defruy the ex- 
pense of the plebiscite the sui of $250,- 
000 was appropriated at last scssion of 
Parliament. 
calls for the printing of the provincial 
voters’ lists, as intended for Federal 
purposes, at Ottawa.e The work has, 
however, not yet been commenced, | 
consequently it is move than likely 
that the lists as printed for provincial 


vote should be cast, us there were 

853,735 names on the old Federal lists, 
These were divided among the several

Avehbishop Walsh was born May 23,: 
1830, in the parish of Mooncoin, county 
Kilkenny, Iveland, and was educated 
at St. John’s College, Waterford, and 
the sand Seminary, Montre 
having come to Canada in April, 1852. 

He received the tonsure trom Bishop 
Larocque in 1853, and minor orders 
from Bishop Bourget a year later, He 
was ordained by Bishop Charbonnel, 
at Toronto, ‘ 

His first charge was the Brock Mis- 
sion on Lake Simeoe, Ont., where he 
was also the first resident pastor, wand 
endured much hardship, tn 1857 he 
was appointed to the charge of St. 
Mary's parish, Toronto, and in 1850 was 
promoted to the rectorship of ‘St. 
Vichael’s cathedral, be further pro- 
moted to the vicar-generalsbip of the 
diocese in 1862, He visited Rome in 
ISG1, and was received with marked 
attention by the Pope. ; 

Tn 1865 Mgr. Walsh succeeded Bishop 
Pinsomenult as Bishop of Saadwich, 
subsequently removing the episcopal 
centre of the diocese to London, the 
title of the see being changed accord- 
ingly. Hedid much important work 
in this diocese in the way of building 
churches, ete, He was recognized as 
the natural successor to Arehbishop 
Lyrch in the archdiocese of Toronto

DEATH OF BISMARCK, 


The Prince's Last Words Were “Thanks, 
My Child,’? Addressed to Hle 


London, Aug, 1.—A_ special despatch 
to the Associated Press suys the news of 
Prince Bismarck’s death reached Berlin 
at a late hour and was only generally 
known Sunday morning, A number of 
papers, Including the Post, the Voor- 


PRINCE BISMARCK, 


waerts and the Deutsche Zeitung, did not 
contain the news of the Prince's demise, 
he Kreuz Zeitung had only a_ brief 
notice. 

‘Dhe Nachrichten wives the fullest details 
of the last days and death of Bismarck. 
It says: 

“On Thursday evening an improye- 
ment set in in the Prince's condition, in 
which repeated changes for the worse had 
occurred since October last, and ho was 
able to appear at the table and take part 
in the conversation, drinking champagne 
and afterwards smoking several pipes, 
which he had not done lately, 

“His condition was vo satisfactory that 
Dr. Schweningor, after the Prince had 
gone to bed, loft with the Intention of 
returning Saturday. His condition was 
comparatively satisfactory throughout 
Friday and Saturday morning. He read 
the papers and conversed on _ politics, 
particularly. referring to Russian affairs. 
In the forenoon he took luncheon, 
grumbling joculariy at the small propor- 
tion of spirits in his drinking water. 
‘then o sudden change for the worse 
occurred, in consequence of an acute 
attack of pulmonary oedema, and jin the 
course of the afternoon he frequently 
became unconscious, 

‘Recently, besides periods of unusual 
mental clearness, the Prince had had 
intervals of drowsiness, falling into long, 
sound and beneficial sleep, on awakening 
from which he would be completely ve- 
freshed. 

“On Saturday evening grave symptoms 
appeared. Death came easily and pain- 
lessly, Dr, Schweninger was ablo to some 
extent to Nghten the last moments. 

“The last words Prince Bismarck 
uttered were addressed to his daughter, 
Countess Von Rantzau, who wiped away 
the perspiration from his forehead, ‘Chey 
were: ‘Thanks, my child,’ 

“The whole family were assembled at 
the bedside at the vime of his death; Dr. 
Schweninger, Dr. Chrysander and Baron 
and Baroness Merek were also prosent. 
As no breathing movement or pulse was 
perceptible for three minutes, Dr. 
Schweninger declured quietly and 
simply that the Prince was dead. 

“Dr, Schweninger telegraphed 
news to Emperor William in Norway. 

“The Prince lies as he used to sleep, in 
an easy position, with his head slichtly 
inclined to the left, ‘he oxpression on 
his face ia mild and peaceful. 

“In accordance with Prince Bismarok's 


the 


wish he will be buried upon the hill 
opposite the Castle in the yicinity of 
Hirschgruppe."’ °

HOW TO KEEP GOLDFISH. 
la Few Necessary Rules For Preserving | 
the Pretty Water Pets. | 

It is remarkable how seldom people are | 
able to kepp goldfish for more than a 
wonth or two at most and all because they 
negleet a few first principles. Goldfish | 
ran be kept almost any length of time, 
accidents apart, if kept scrupulously c » 
Tho ir in the water is soon exhausted, 
and they should hove frosh water every 
day; if possible, oftencr in su 
though once will do if the globe is fairly 
large. 

Ono can usually tell when the fish are 
needing water. ‘They stand up on their 
tails, with their mouths to the surface of 
the water, and move slowly in that posi- 
tion, generally making a bubbling sound. 
When you put the fresh water into the 
globe, let it dash in from a height, so that | 
plenty of air gets in, too, and let your fish 
have a handful of shells or small stones. 
They look pretty, and tho fish appreciate 
being able to poke about among them for | 
bits of food, and it gives them something 
to do and a little interest in life. People 
frequently make the mistake of thinking 
that the fish get cnough food out of the 
water. This is not so. They need feeding 
when in captivity. Packets of fishes’ food, | 
chiefly consisting of dried ants’ eggs, can 
be procured from any seed or naturalists’ 
shop. As they require only a very small 
quantity once a day, their board is not ex- 
pensive, hey will live on yermicelli, but 
this clouds the water, and consequently 
injures the appearance of the globe. 

Itissaid that goldfish should never be | 
handled. This is no doubt true if they | 
are kept for breeding purposes. Other- 
wise it does them no harm—if due care is | 
exercised—and you may pick them up one | 
by one in your hand and pop them into 
the globe of fresh water. 

Noyer buy a fish unless the fins are erect 
and fully spread. Directly the fish is out 
of health the fins close more and more un- 
til itdics, when they are quite shut up 
against the body.—Cleveland Leader. 


Luminous Paint. 


Luminous paint has so many uses that 
expert and amateur alike are interested in 
eyerything new concerning it. Most of 
these self lighting colors are made of ba- 
rium sulphide 6r calcium sulphide. A 
luminant which is highly spoken of is 
made of calclum tungstate. ‘Yo prepare 
this put into a Hessian crucible 80 parts 
calcium chloride, 80 parts sodium tung- 
state and 80 parts sodium chloride, which 
have been well mixed. Keep it at a red 
heat for several hours. The heat breaks 
down the mass, which becomes a vitreous 
puste. After cooling and breaking up the 
mixture is thoroughly washed with water. | 
Fine crystals of calcium tungstate remain 
after this process. A coating of strong 
glue is put over the surface which it is 
desired to covor, and thee als are thick- 
ly strewn over the glue, which, harden- 
ing, holds them firmly in place. ‘his is 
said to be by far the most brilliant self | 
luminant extant.—New York Ledger..

NAMMING A WARSHIP 
ACRASH THAT RIPS HER OPEN BELOW 
THE WATER LINE. 


The Impact Tears @ Gaping Hole In the 
Hull Through Which a Team of Horses 
Could Be Driven — The Awfal 
Down of the Victim.

A feature of naval construction and war 
fare which attracted the attention of ex- 
ts years ago and for a time exceed- 
opular is the ram. The i of

utes. Four years later, off the island of 
ssa, another instructive engugement was 
ht. Adn off, the Austrian 
suirander, had a sinaller flect than the 
Italians under Persano, but he won ad 
cisive victory, The chief mode of att 
was with the ram, and two of tho encmy’s 
best ships, including the Re d'Italia, 
which had been the flagship of Persano up 
to the beginning of the fight, were sunk. 

A third contribution to the world’s 
Knowledge of the possibilities of the ram 
was made in 1877 by the Peruvians. Their 
Huascar stoye a terriblo hole in the Chile- 
an Esmeralda off Iquique. In consequence 
of this injury the Esmeralda, although she 
had fought with amazing pluck, quickly 
went to the bottom, 

Two much more recent illustrations of 
the destruction which this weapon is capa- 
hie of working are cited by William Led- 
yard Cathcart in Ca: 8 Magazine. Tho 
first of these was the tragic loss of the 
British battleship Victoria in time of 
peace. Aslmiral Tryon was putting the 
ships of his command, the Mediterranean 
squadron, through an unusual maneuver. 
The order given involved cither a slip of 
the tongue or an crror of calculation, but 
it was implicitly obeyed, and within a few 
minutes the admiral saw the huge Cam- 
perdown swung around s0 that she could 
not avoid striking the flagship. The Vic- 
toria kep* afloat for ten minutes, but when 
she sank she took down 821 officers and 
men, including the unhappy Tryon. This 
event occurred in June, 1893. 

Less lamentable in degree, but not 
significant in character, was the disz 
that overtook the German warship Gross 
Kurfurst, in 1878, while proceeding west- 
ward along the southern coast of England. 
Accompanying this vessel and a little far- 
ther offshore was the Konig Wilhelin, an 
armor belted frigate of 9,600 tons displace- 
ment. A small merchant vessel putting 
to sea crossed the bows of the Germans 
and compelled them to turn their heads 
temporarily inshore. The Kurfurst re- 
sumed her former course before the Konig 
Wilhelm did, and before the navigators of 
either vessel realized the danger the Wil- 
helm had run her ram into her consort’s 
side. Tho Kurfurst carried 6 officers and 
81 men down with her. 

Soon after the battle of Lissa the British 
admiralty began to deyelop a class of ¥ 
sels which were intended to fight prinei- 
pally with their rams. The Rupert and 
the Hotspur were low ironclads of 3,200 
and 4,000 tons and carrying one or two 
guns in a turret well forward. Then 
came the Hero and the Conqueror, which 
were bigger and more heayily armed. 
hese latter carried 12 inch guns and dis- 
placed about 6,000 tons, The Polyphomus 
(1881) was more exclusively a ram, for her 
battery was a light one. 

The next set of rams, built between 
1886 and 1896, and including the Furious, 
Vindictive, Arrogant and Gladiator, were 
ships of 5,700 tons displacement and had 
light armor and protected decks. Their 
largest guns are of the 6 inch rapid fire 
type. The projection from the stem is 
massive, the bow is strongly braced and 
the armor belt is wider out forward than 
elsewhere. In order to facilitate rapid 
maneuvering there aro two rudders, one 
just forward of the screw and tho other 
aft, Tho dead wood at the stern is cut 
awyy so as to favor quick turning. 

Theso and other war vesscls of tho same 
goncral type, not only in the British navy, 
but also in the flects of other nations, have 
been called ‘tram cruisers'’ to distinguish 
them from other cruisers. Tho light con- 
struction of the ordinary cruiser, whose 
function is to hunt for the enemy rather 
than to fight him, which is built for speed 
rather than to withstand attack, precludes 
such collisions as a ram must encounter, 
Consequently those ships which are meant 
to fight with spurs on their stems aro 
much more strongly built, especially 
about the bows. 

Tho idea of giving a vessel a prow that 
will rip open a hostile ship below the wa- 
ter line has been applicd to the heaviost 

‘battleships. ho Camperdown disp s 
about 10,000 tons and is about as he as 
the Oregon and Massachusetts of the 
American navy. The French battleship 
Brennus, which has a spurred stem, dis- 
places 11,895 tons, while the Italia, also 
equipped with a ram, is a vessel of noarly 
14,000 tons. 

The formidablo character of the kind of 
warfare horo described will be botter real- 
ized if ono will remombor that the biggest 
guns now used dn the navy dollver projec- 
tiles only 18 inches in dlameter, whereas 
aram will cut a holo big enough to admit 
a two horso team. ‘Togetthoff himself was 
so shocked by hia achievement in the bate 
tle of Lissa that ho afterward said: 

“If Lwero to livea thousand years, I 
would never ram another ship.

| At Deseronto. 


‘PRENTICE BOYS COMMEMORATE 
THE RELIEF OF DERRY. 


On Friday, August 12th, a great de- 
monstration was held in Deseronto, 
under the auspices of Victorin Lodge. 
No. 9, P_ A. P. B.. on the two hundred 
and ninth anniversary of the relief of 
Derry. i 

Some time ago « capital committee 
was appointed to make arrangements, 
comprising W. J. Foster, James 


Stokes, John Stevenson, Nicholas Sag- 


er, with BE. M. Wallbridge, as ce 
man, and Luman Foote, as seeretiry, 
and so well did they do their work 
that "Prentice Boys, Orangemen and 
kindved societies from «all over the 
country and even fiom the United 
States were prerent to take part in the 
day's proceedings, 

The 12th of Augustis a day of pecul- 
iav interest to ‘Prentice Boys and 
Orangemen and it may not be amiss to 
Say w word or two about Derry. 

“Derry, the original name of London- 
devived from Doire, the place 
It owes its ovigin to the 

founded by Columba in 
546. From the ninth to the eleventh 
century the town was frequently in 
the possession of the Danes, and was 
often burned and devastated, but they 
were finally dviven from it by Murtagh 
O'Brien about the beginning of the 
twelfth century. In 1811 it was grant- 
ed by Edward I[.to Richard de Burge. 
After the Ivish Society of London ob- 
tained possession of it, it was in 1618 
incorporated under the name of Lon- 
donder The fortifications which 
avere begun 1600, were completed in 
1618 at a cost of nearly £9,000 ($44,000), 
Its charter was confirmed in 1662 by 
Charles IT, From April 18, 1690, the 
protestants of the north defended 
themselves within its walls against 
James IT, until the 12th of August 
following, when the siege was raised, 
The population of Londonderry is over 
30,000," 

From an early hour in the morning 
lurge crowds of people thronged into 
town fromthe surrounding country. 
By noon all the hotel stables and sheds 
were filled to overflowing. It is esti- 
mated that over five thousand people 


The steamer Ella Ross brought # large 
excursion pirby from Napanee, follow- 
ed by one trom Picton on the Reindeer. 
The steamer Mervitt brought about 
about five hundred passengers from 
Picton, the Picton citizens band being 
on board, A heavily laden train from 
Tweed and points on the Bay of Quinte 
railway arrived at 10.385 am. The 
steamer Armenia with excursion part- 
ies from Trenton and Belleville added 
several hundred to the multitude and 
the Columbian from Ginanoque and 
Kingston brought over «a thousand 
more. The hotels were taxed to the 
utmostto provide meals for the crowds 
that Lesieged them and the stands and 
impromptu restaurants did a rushing 
business in solids and liquids, 

Owing to one of the paddle wheels 
of the Columbian breaking down, she 
was lute in arriving and consequently 
the forming of the procession was de- 
layed foran hour and a half. The 
processionformedin the Market Square 
at 2.30 p.m, and marched through the 
principal streets to the driving park. 
*Prentice Boys Orange lodges and Lady 
True Blues, in all about twenty lodges, 
with four bands and many banners, 
comprised the procession, which was 
over half a mile long.

It is understood that the plot of the 
Valley Forge encampment modifies ma-

¢amp, showing the location of troops 
whoro heretofore no troops have been 
supposed to have had thoir encampment

A Weapon of Ancient Pugilists. 


The four ounce glove was unknown 
to the aucient pugilist, When the box- 
ers und fighters came together in the 
old days of Greece, they wore upon 
their hand tho cestus, which was in 
itself a terrible adjunct to any fighter. 
But Dr, Danie! G. Briton has discover- 
ed that there was sometimes attached 
to the cestus-a deadlier weapon, consist- 
ing of a three pronged fork of bronze. 

This was known as tho myrmox, and 
Dr. Brinton, who found this specimen, 
has given it to the museum of archivol- 
ogy in the University of Pennsylvania. 
Classical literature has frequent refer- 
ences to the myrmex, which is described 
as the deadliest weapon of the ancient 
pugilist. Tho right band was swathed 
in tough hide, bound in place with 
thongs and supplemented by small 
knobs of lead or iron, to which was 
affixed the myrmex. Dr. Brinton made 
his discovery in Paris by examining the 
Greek and Roman marbles in the 
Louvre. One of these groups represent: 
ed a fighter bearing on bis right fist the 
costus and myrmex, 

Combats in those days were much 
more brutal and dangerous than those 
of tho modern prize ring. It'is easily 
seen that a single blow of the myrmex 
might causo death or permanent injury.

phere, A temperature of 40 degrees to 
50 degrees in winter and as cool as pos- 
sible with plenty of shade in summer 
will do yery well. 

Lapagerias can be grown in large pots 
or tubs and trained on a wire frame, 
but planted out in a border is their 
proper place and trained to a trellis on 
the wall. Their flowering season is 
from end of July till November. The 
soil used by European gardeners for 
growing lapageriasis three parts fibrous 
peat to one of loam, with about a tenth 
of the whole sharp sand or broken up 
charcoal. It is almost impossible to get 
the same quality of peat as they have in 
many parts of Eyrope, so in place of 
peat use loam,,but let it be as fibry as 
possibleand don’t be afraid to add plen- 
ty of sand and charcoal. 

When growing; the lapageria likes 
plenty of water at the roots, and at all 
times except when in flower should be 
daily syringed. There is no more im- 
portant part of the culture than perfect 
Grainage of the soil. If ina 12 inch pot, 
at least one-fourth should be drainage 
of broken brick or crocks. If in a bor- 
der, say, 2 by 4 feet and 2 feet deep, 6 
inches at the bottom should be of some 
material to let the water pass freely 
away. 


Pansies For Early Bloom, 

Tf you have a hotbed, sow pansy seed 
there in August. Transplant until they 
are five or sixinchesapart. Protect with 
mats on outside and paper on inside 
during cold weather, or instead of paper 
give a light covering of leaves, which, 
to be an ideal covering, should not be 
packed closely. Give air and light on 
warm, sunny days. Very early in spring 
the protection may be remoyed, and if 
carefully watered and sheltered from 
the noontide sun the pansies will soon 
be blooming. As soon as the frost is out 
of the ground they may be transplanted 
to the garder Make the bed rich with 
old, fine stable manure (preferably 
from the cow stable). Give them a sun- 
ny situation, I say, with all deference 
to writers who say pansies need a shady 
position. Mnuich the pansy bed with 
chip dirt, chopped hay, lawn clippings, 
fine manure from the bottom of the 
heap, or, better than anything else, if 
you can get it, is wood's earth or leat 
mold. A good mulch and plenty of wa- 
ter, and we have no sunshine that will 
hurt the pansies. They bloom earlier in 
Spring and remain in bloom later in 
fall in a sunny situation, but possibly a 
sheltered bed would give more and

Then a sharp knife point opens a yein 
in the throat and as the lifeblood oozes 
out the bird’s brief career closes with a 
flutter, 

While the flesh is still warm the 
feathers are plucked ont, the crop is 
washed out and the denuded body is 
thrown into a tub of water to cool. The 
next day it is packed in ice for ship- 
ment. The squabs, dressed for market, 
weigh about half a pound, and the 
great market for them is New York. 
There is only a small demand for them 
in Detroit, and Chicago, big and metro- 
politan as it is, is a poor market. Al- 
most the entire product of Bernrenther 
goes to New York, and the shipment 
average three or four dozens a week the 
year round. The squabs command from 
$1.50 to $8,50 a dozen, and there is 
money in the business. —Chicago Inter 
Ocean, 


Get Rid of Useless Cockcrels, 

The poultry raisér who does not get 
as many cockerels as pullets among his 
chickens is fortunate. With the carly 
hatches these cockerels may be sold as 
broilers at 144 or 2 pounds each, but as 
the broiler prices go down later in the 
season it may be more profitable to keep 
some of the later ones until they weigh 
from 4 to 6 pounds each and sell them 
as roasting chickens. If a standard bred 
flock is kept, it may be profitable to 
keep some of the best ones until spring 
to sell for breeding purposes, butif they 
are not standard bred sell every one of | 
them, and the poorest of the pullets with 
them, and next spring buy a good male , 
to put with the flock and grade them 
up or buy eggs of some one good breed 
for hatching and keep no rooster at all. 
The extra number of eggs produced 
when no male runs with them will go 
far toward paying the extra price that 
may be asked for the pure bred eggs, 
and a flock of chickens, uniform in ; 
shape and color, will be a pleasure eyery | 
time they are looked at, and a lot of | 
chickens or a lot of eggs all alike, if of 
the right breeds, with yellow legged 
poultry and brown shelled eggs, will 
always sell better here, and often at a 
better price than a mixed lot of all 
shapes and colors.—American Culti- 
vator. 


A Word For Dorkings. 

As to their hardiness, if the chicks 
are not crowded and get fair care dur- 
ing their first feathering they will give 
no trouble. As to the adult birds, they 
areas hardy as any breed and aro ex- 
tremely long lived; especially is this 
the case with the females. I have had 
hens 8 or 9 years of age and always 
noticed that even at this age they laid a 
fuir number of eggs. Although our win- 
ters are often extremely cold, I know 
many farmers who do exceedingly well 
with Dorkings, even with the most or- 
dinary of farm care, Occasionally | 
have romarked that writers claim that 
Dorking eggs were extremely infertile. 
| I think there must have been some fault 
in the stock of these people, because I 
have always found their eggs to be “4 
quite as fertile as those of any other 
breed.

‘There was not a drop of water, 

“IT went on. I meant tolive, I would 
find water. I was yery weak, but 1 
crawled on all fours and at last I cross- 
ed the river bed. It was three kilome- 
ters wide, Then, as I reached the right 
bank of the river, I heard the sound of 
a duck lifting and the noise of splash- 
ing water. I crawled in that direction 
and found a large pool of clear, fresh 
water. 

“T thanked God first, and then TI felt 
my pulse I wanted to see the offect 
that drinking would have on it. It was 
at 48. 

“Then I drank. I drank foarfully. 1 
drank and drank and drank. It wasa 
lovely feeling. I felt my blood liquefy- 
ing.

How Mines Aro Exploded. 

There are several methods by which 
mines and torpedoes anchored in har- 
bors may be detected, but itis very dan- 
gerous and difficult work, and its sue- 
cess depends largely upon the circum- 
stances and the condition of the water 
and the bottom of the bay in which they 
are placed, Sometimes they are discoy- 
ered by dragging with a kedge, Some- 
times they can be seen when the water 
is clear, and in order to assist the natn- 
ral vision acanyas telescope is rigged . 
which drops upon the water and shuts 
out the light from the eyes of the ob- 
server so that he can have a better view 
of the bottom. Thero are other methods 
also known to sailors and frequently 
practiced. The most effective is called 
“countermining’’—that is, the explo- 
sion of torpedoes in the water, which 
by their detonation canse the mines to 
explode. —Chicaso Record, 


Druggists’ Lights,

This 
horse came into the market with his 
breeding absolutely unknown, and nei- 
ther the consignor nor consignee cared 
a rap how he was bred. They were 
practical enough to sce at a glance that 
he had the style, conformation and fin- 
ish of a horse that could be sold on any 
market at a good figure, and his breed- 
ing was not a matter for consideration. 
It is unfortunate, however, that his 
blood lines are a mystery, because if it 
was known what happy cross produced 
such satisfactory results others could 
follow these same lines with profit. 
Haphazard breeding of horses for car- 
riage aud coach purposes will result as 
disastrously as the same method applied 
to breeding for speed. 


Littlo Horses Not Wanted, 

For years the stondard of the market 
for horses has been steadily advancing. 
It takes a better horse nowadays to be 
called a good one than oyer before. He 
must have more quality, more style 
and, above all, moro size than ever. 
The last is especially important. <A 
horse must be of good size for his class 
to bring a good price. A little draft 
horse isa chunk and maybe a poor one 
at that. A small driver is not wanted 
by men who can afford to pay good 
prices for driying horses and -is too 
small to work. If a man is breeding 
drivers to sell, he must get tho size. 
He cannot afford to risk getting ex- 
tremo speed one time and losing tho 
other things nine times. He must breed 
for quality, style and size, and all the 
speed ho can add thereto will profit 
him, But a farmer cannot afford to 
breed small horses on the chance of get- 
ting speed, for too often he doesn't got 
it or doesn't know when he has it. Get 
them good and big, and thoy will sell. 
—National Stockman,

The limber industry of the Dominion 
has assumed great proportions since 
the destruction of the forests o 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan, 
and much of the material used in the 
United States is from the country to 
the north. Lhe lumber exhibit is 
interesting as well as instructive, both 
onaccount of the numerous samples 
and the character of the exhibits, 
There are some oak, pine, poplar, 
birch, hickory, walnut, maple, cedar, 
and a score of other varieties of the 
woods of the forest. One of the 
most interesting is «slab cut froma 
log of hard pine. It is six feet acoss 
and Mr, Myers vouches for the state- 
ment that the tree from which this 
plank came measured 150 feet to the 
first limb In addition to this, he 
declares that there are millions of 
acres of pine forests in the north of 
the Dominion that have never been 
visited by the ebopper. 

A great showing of apples, pears, 
plums and other fruits is also made, 

In the grasses there isno end to the 
display. There ure all of the varieties 
grown in the United States, both 
tame and wild, and the assertion is 
made that some of them produce as 
high as three tons per acre. , 

Inthe center of the court is the 
mineral display. Three large cases 
are filled with rich specimens _of gold, 
silver, copper, lead, zinc, tin, iron and 
other metuls from the gray sulphates 
to the most beautiful and delicate 
forms of cryspullizations. A number 
of photographs of mining scenes from 
British Columbia and other camps are 
also shown.

EXPORT OF SAW LOGS. 


HE PROTEST AGAINST ONTARIO GOY- 
ERNMENT'S PROHIBITION NOW THE

Fall Preparation For Onions. 

The preparation of the seed bed in 
growing an onion crop is pronounced by 
The American Cultivator as of greatest 
importance, According to this anthor- 
ity, the bed should be fine and mellow 
at the surface, but ought not be deep. 
This condition is best secured by fall 
plowing land that has been already 
plowed and cultivated with some hoed 
crop to lessen the weed seeds in the 
soi]. A crop of potatoes is the best 
to precede onions. Corn is objection- 
able because the stubs of corn butts 
when plowed under do not decay rapid- 
ly and will remain under the furrow 
next year, letting in airand making the 
bottom of the furrow too loose. For the 
fame reason sod land should not be 
plowed for onions. It is best to leave 
the soil slightly rough after the fall 
plowing, but not in ridges, as the break- 
ing down of these will make the mel- 
low soil too deep. So soon as the ground 
is dry enough harrow and roll this sur- 
face so as to compact it while mellow- 
ing it. Mark the rows straight, making | 
them an inch deep. Then roll a short | 
roller over the drill mark, packing the | 
soil over the seed. If the onion seed is 
soaked so that it is nearly ready to 
sprout, the young onions will be up, so 
as to see the rows before the weeds como 
up. This enables the grower to destroy 
most of the weeds by hoeing before they 
areup. Only the weeds in line with 
the onions will have tobe taken out by 
hand. A still better way perhaps is to 
grow onion sets, planting the seed in 
greenhouses some time during fall or 
winter and saving the sets to be trans- 
planted when the ground is fit for them 
in the spring. 


Wider Rakes and Hoes Wanted. 

For some purposes onr common 
garden hoes or rakes are tooslow. Often 
wo have to rake our fields over when 
fitting them for setting onion plants or | 
for sowing small seed. Our common 
steel rakes are only a foot wide, and it 
takes a good deal of time to go overa 
patch. I hope some of our manufactur- 
ers of garden tools will before long give 
usarake not less than two feet wide. 
It will save us more than half the time 
consumed in raking. And thus itis also 
with the hoe, For drawing soil up to 
the rows of celery, in hilling, the hoe 
might just as well be i8 inches wide.

This is not the experience of east- 
ern farmers, who find that skimmilk 
when combined with grain feed makes 


the very best ration both for growing 
und fattening hogs. y to seo 
why skimmilk should be 
ing pigs, as what uutriment it contains 
is mainly its casein, which is another 
name for albumen and one of the best 
foods to make growth and muscle. But 
fattening hogs are also equally benefited 
by having some skimmilk with their 
grain food. No animal can digest a ra- 
tion that is wholly carbonaceous. Na- 
ture demands the material for making 
muscle and bone. 

Yet years ago 
we remember hearing of hogs which

Metallizing Wood. 

A method of metallizing wood, one 
by which it becomes very solid and re- 
sistant and assumes the appearance of a 
true metallic mirror, is described in the 
Paris Mosde with muchdetail. Briefly, 
the wood is first immersed for three or 
four days, as may be its degree of per- 
meability, in a caustic alkaline lye, and 
thence passed immediately into a bath 
of hydrosulphite of calcium, to which 
is added, after 24 cr 86 hours, concen- 
trated solution of sulphur in caustic 
potash. The duration of this bath is 
about 48 hours, and its temperature is 
from 55 to 50 degrees. Fipally the wood 
is itnmersed for 40 or 40 hours in a hot 
solution of acetate of lead. The wood 
prepared in this manner and after hay- 
ing undergone a proper drying at a 
moderate temperature acquires under a 
burnisher of hard wood a polished éur- 
face and exhibits a very brilliant metal 
lic Inster—a luster still further increas- 
ed in its attractiveness if the surface of 
the weod be rubbed thoroughly, in the 
first place, with a piece of lead, tin or 
zine und afterward be polished with a 
glass or porceluin burnisher.

After the 
decd was committed, sho placed tho re- 
Volver on the kitchon table, walked com- 
posedly to tho office of Mr. WW. 1, Widdi- 
field, barrister, and told what she had 
doze. She laughed while explaining how 
she shot her sister, and did) not in any 
way seem to realize the terrible position 
in which she was placed. 


The Love of the Sisters. 


It is said that the love of the two girls 
for each other was touching, they being 
very seldom apart if they could help it. 
Minnie, who committed the murder, was 
in particular passionately fond of her sis- 
ter, and would hardly let her out of her 
sight, following her when she went any- 
whore, Minuic, however, was known not 
fo ba strong mentally, and about three 
years 2go was placed in the ‘Toronto Asy- 
luin for the Insane, where she remained 
for threa mouths. She was discharged as 
cured, and while she had. never since 
shown any signs of violence, still if was 
noticed that at times her mind appeared 
to be wandering. The jealousy of her sis- 
ter that'rankled in her mina until it end- 
ed in murder wus noticed, however. 
whenever Susan had company at the 
house. Minnie objected to this and it was 
the cause of many a hot quarrel between 
the two, Minnie would always run out 
of the house whenever Susan had com- 
pany, and, more recently, a report that 
Susan was to be married aroused Min-

Left $10,000 Each, 


When the late Mr. Sexton died he left 
the two girls $10,000 each, and there was 
a mutual arrangement that whoever died 
first should leave the money to the other. 
It is reported shat Minnie brooded over 
the idea that this money would go out of 
the family in case her sister died, and 
that this may haye led her to commit the 
crime. 

Vho sisters are daughters of J. B. Sex- 
tom, an old and well-known resident of 
Newimarket, who for many years carried 
on the business of jewelry. He died 
September 25, 1896, leaving a will dated 
December 2, 1892. ‘here were two Mrs. 
Sextons; the first died many yoars ago, 
and the second seven or eight years sinoo. 
There is a boy in the family, pamed Fred 
Sexton, but he is not named in the will,
